2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-15 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2) (3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a direct methanol 
fuel cell apparatus comprising a fuel container containing methanol in water at a first concentration, a cartridge coupled to the 
container, the cartridge containing methanol in water at a second concentration, the second concentration higher than the first and a 
method for use of the fuel cell. 

Claims 1-15 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus satisfy industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry.
